TALKING WITH AN ARMENIA» . 


His R ussian T ranslated Into German by 
Telephone. 
^‘Zdravstoocetyeh, Soodar! 
Govo- 
reetyeh lee vuh po*rooskee?’^ (Good- 
morning , sir! 
Do you speak 
Rus­ 
sian?) 
A well-dressed strang er thus g reet­ 
ed me in rny olTice. 
I 3ut thoug h the 
salutation was Russian, the accent 
as 
not, and the dress and type had in 
them something of the orient. 
Now, my Russian, outside of the 
most absolutely necessary phrases for 
traveling , consists of the q uestion: 
“ Is there anyone here who 
speaks 
Eng lish, German or French?’’ so I 
replied: 
“Y^a poncinayoo nemnovo, 
no g ovorcet ne ooniyayoo po-rooskee, 
which being interpreted means: 
‘T 
understand Russian a little, but do 
not speak it.” 
I tlien learned that my 
caller was an Armenian, and that he 
evidently meant business of 
some 
kind, but just what was the puzzle. 
French and German were all Greek 
to him. 
xVfter g rinning at each otlier a min­ 
ute or so I remembered that I bad an 
acq uaintance in the technical hig h 
school who, being a Bulg arian, could 
manag e to understand and be under­ 
stood by RussiaLS (the lang uag e be­ 
ing about as similar as Spanish and 
Portug uese or Italian); and while 
his 
German, 
like 
tliat 
oi 
most 
Slavs, 
including 
tb^ 
Bohemian, 
had 
a “ burr” on it 
:^i casts 
Scotch-Eng lish 
into 
tho" shade, 
it was g ood enoug h for all

visitor to wait a little, and bad the
